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Education in New World Era 


The world upheaval occasioned by 
the Great War is having its effects 
not only upon politics and political 
institutions, finance, trade and com- 
merce, and economics in general, but 
also upon all social and moral rela- 
tions. While the great strugglé was 


in progress, and the need for bring- 


ing .every ounce of power and every 
item of resource to bear to achieve 
victory became more and more evi- 
dent, people began to say that the 
old world would never again be the 
same, This, in fact, became a trite 
saying, and many who made use of 
it hardly realized just how true it 
was and how great was the revolu- 
tion taking place in the world, and 
which was affecting every phase of 
individual, community, national and 
suternational life. 

Remarkable and far-reaching as 
have been the changes brought about 
in political life and institutions—and 
here in Canada we are only now be- 
ginning to realize just how great the 
change has been, and just beginning 
to get a glimpse of other and per- 
haps greater changes which seem im- 
peading—in finance, trade and cont 


tional debt and taxation has reached 
heights hitherto undreamed of. 

In Canada a general awakening in 
regard to matters educational is in 
tvidence in almost 
and is most noticeable of all in the 
Provinces of the West and in old 
Quebec. The-change which is ‘ tale- 
ing place in the latter Province is, 
perhaps, most significant of all, and 
has in it all the elements that may 
yet lead to a closer union between 
Quebec and the other Provinces and 
help to eliminate those causes of 
friction which in the past have so 
greatly retarded our national life, 

One of the most promising move- 
ments so far as Canada is concerned 
was the convening of the recent Na- 
tional Conference on Character Ed- 
tication. in Relation ‘to Canadian 
Citizenship, which was held at’ Win- 
nipeg October 20-22, and which was 
attended by representative men and 
women in all walks of life from ev- 
ery Province of the Dominion, and 
at which inspiring and instructive ad- 
dresses were delivered, not only by 

rominent Canadians, but by leaders 
of thought from the United States 
and Great Britain. 

So- important docs the writer of 
this column consider this great Na- 
tional Conference to have been at this 
stage in Canada’s history, that he pro- 
poses to devote some space to its 
deliberations in future articles.
